— The Congregilional 
Conference opened this morning, in Memor- 
iiil Hall, with a large nttendance from the 
Britlt'li Isles, unci -a full representation from 
the United States. 

Tlie Liberation Society gave a breakfant, 
to day, to the ministers, at the liolborn res- 
taurant Alfred De\\'iin;liam, M. P. for 
West Kradforil, presidetl. In bis introduc- 
tory speech he deplored tho continuance of 
the cburch cstabliahnicnt, and dwelt elo- 
(luently upon tho progress of Congregation- 
alism in the United States. Mr. Bradford, 
of MonMair, N. Jl, responded for the Uni- 
ted States, saying it was fortunate they had 
no establishment, I eke Governors 
mil,. Carter, ' Harrison and Hugh 
grant might control it by virtue of their 
poasopsions. To-morrojw, Messrs. Dunning 
and Boynton, of Roatoni willspe^tk of "The 
American Model," and Mr. Br, Bradford, of 
Montcluir, N.J., of "Chnroh Fellowship." 
On Thursday, Mr. F. .Northnip, of Minne- 
apolis, will treat of "Congregationalism in 
Relation to the State in America," and Mr. 
(Jladdon, of Columbus, Ohio, will review 
"The Ut lutions of Capital and Labor." On 
Friduy, Mr. Iri.sli, of Chicago, will describe 
"The American .System of Training Hin- 
ist'-ra."

The whole aspect of the West Kootenny 
couniry, as regards real estate and mining 
investments, is very promising. 

So says Mr. IT. J. Goepel, who has been 
spending a few weeks in that rich district. 
He made NeUon his bead((narlers, and 
tbcnco paid Ida visits to all the notable 
cliuniB. The Silver King, as has already 
been rumored, is to change hands williin .'iO 
d.iys, about two million dollars moving 11 
the transfer. Tbe Dandy, an extension of 
the Silver King, is being developed by Mr. 
ICasIcr, wlio paid $175,000 for bis property, 
and gives good signs of abundant worth. 
At tlie (Jri/.zly Bear, another Spur of the 
.Silver King, preparations for development 
work are in progress ; cabins are going up, 
and the appearance of the mine is alto- 
gether encouraging and satisfactory to the 
owners. In all, tiiere are in this district 
some 150 or 200 men at work, with good 
projpccts ahead of them The Goverunient 
wagon road now building to the group of 
mines will be liiii.ihed next month, aad will, 
no doubt, be well travelled. 1 ii the Rover 
Creek district, operations have been oom- 
inenced on a claim culled the Wbile-.vater. 
A fire-stamp mill is working, and tho pro- 
perty is paying beyond expectations. The 
progress of work iu each property of the 
district only tends to show how rich the 
country '.j. To develope the Toad Moun- 
tain mines, it will be necessary to construct 
smelters, which will no doubt be at Kelson, 
thus enhancing the value of that rising 
tonrn. Nelson is now easy of acccs-), tbc 
Columbia and Kootenay railway landing 
Victorians there in 60 hours from the time 
tliey leave the capital. A fast and well 
eijuipped boat is now in eonstrnction at the 
Dalles, which will be completed in about 
three weeks and running. This will give 
daily cominunication between Victoria and 
NeJson, via Spokano Falls. The telegraph 
line is also being strung from tho Dalles to 
Sproats, where telepbone connection is made 
with Nelson. Supt. Wilson is burrying the 
wot k along, and it, too, will soon Jue com- 
pleted.

Wo watched her, and waited, nnd longcil 
for a breeze, but didn't get it.

His Movements full of Meauiiig:— Tlie 
Czar Offended by William's 
Warm Reception.

THE KAISKR AT HATKIKLD PARK. 

New Yobk, Jaly 12.— Smalley's special 
cablegram to the Tribune from London 
83y3: Probably the moat inipoitant incident 
of the Geriiuin ICmperor's visit to Kiighuul 
is tliat which bogiiia lo-iiinnow niul uiuKs 
Monday— his visit to Lord Sulisbiuy at 
Hatfield. Theni if not before, it ia certain 
that buslneas will be done. Tbo absolute 
master of the most powerful army in the 
world and the virtual master of the moat 
powerful fleet will not meet and sepiirato 
without exchanging views on various sub- 
jecte. 

One subject interesting to both is the use 
which each shall make of the fleet or army. 
What has gone betoro did not prepare tlie 
way for this interview and this discusaiou. 
C'ertiiinly it ia not mere ch*nce that brings 
the lOmperor here at this moment, just after 
bis ulliimcc with Austria and Italy has been 
made pnblic. No morels it by ohkiice that 
the Kinperor of Austria and the Iving of 
Italy have been viaitint; the English Heel 
and toasting the English Queen wliile their 
great iilly was visiting Enj;land as her 
t^ncen's guest, and to no slight degree the 
guest also of the Knglisli people. Were be 
merely like the Queen, the reigning monarch 
over a country where parliament governs, 
his visit to England would mean much loss, 
though it would mean uuich, and his visit 
to JiatHeld might mean next to nothing. 

Being a king and emperor over 40,000,000 
of vidiant and Eober-minili'd Cernians, it is 
inconceivable that lie fIiouUI not exchange 
views Willi Salisbury on the rel.ttious of the 
two powers, and most in.prnbalile that the 
good underatanding surely pxisling between 
them phould not be sliengUiencd. Of 
course, nobody knows what lias passed be- 
tween tbeni. I'euce, the lasting j>eaee of 
Kurope, is more likely, because of their 
meeting. So is it, in a nicaeure, because of 
the eniperor'a speech at (luildhall. There is 
in his peace assurances the ring of sincerity. 
Here in England, whatever may l>e thougnt 
abroad, people do feel that pe;.ce is more 
assured than it was. 

In Russia and b'rancc neither his Guild- 
hall speecli nor any utterance of bis is 
likely to be weil received. Tliere come al- 
ready from St. Petersburg ominous whis- 
pers that the emperor's magnilic.nt recep- 
tion in England has given unihrage to the 
czar. In France everybody knows what 
feeling there is, whether wlii.spered or 
shouted. The emperor has spoken pub- 
licly, and far more often privately, of his 
delight hi the welconin given him and of his 
appreciation of what is mfllt characteristic 
and most splendid in Knglinh lifii.

'I'he inipression the review mude on the 
Ivaiaer was evident both in bis manner and 
language, and nobody doubts that he will 
go home witli a dill'ereut opinion of the 
Iradesinen soldiers 

It is stated that Sir J. Cominerell, Sir J. 
McNi'ill and Col. t^arriugton, as well as 
Lord Derose, who have been in attendance 
on the Kaiser and Empress througliout tliuir 
visit, will receive Prussian decorations, and 
that Lady Antrim, who baa been lady in 
waiting on the Empress, has already had 
substantial evidence of imperial apprecia- 
tion. 

FEELING A0AIN8T PARNKU.. 

Owing to the foul attacks of Timothy 
Healy upon Sirs. Parnell, a reaction is 
setting in in favor of the Irish leader, both 
in P>ngland and Ireland, luid Mr. I'jrncll 
has ri;cei\ed a number of letters from 
Irishmen to the etfech that, while not 
agreeing willi him in his political course, 
they have no syiiipatliy with Healy'a 
nlniscs of his wife. The triumph of tlie 
Roiuiiii hierarchy over I'arnell ia causing a 
good deal ol btir aiming tlic Xon.'iinfor- 
mista, who are tlie him \v of the Liberal 
party in Engbiinl, and more oppuscil to 
Catliolic di niinatioii in jiolitivs than the 
('hurch of Enghind itself. A leailing 
Radical remarked in the lobby, Friilay, 
that if the CImreli of Koine thought proper 
to oijjioso Panic 11 politically, on account of 
a murriagc which the law ol the land recog- 
nized aa lawful, but which was opposed to 
church laws, tlicn Protestants had jiial as 
much riglit to introduce religion into 
politics. The Torirs are doing all they can 
to stir up this feeling, and, apparently, with 
success. 

CIIASOED THE PROaRAMME. 

The Kaiser was adverlhaed to aitend the 
German Chapel lioyul to day. AdmiKuion 
was by tiuki t <in'y and tlio chapel was tilled 
with favored guests, whilu the street out- 
side was jammed wii h a throng of people 
curious to see the imperial visitor na no en- 
tered the place of wmshi p. Great was the 
disappointment when the Emperor failed to 
appear, and the service went on without 
him. This was one of the occasions where 
the Bmperor rebelled against following a 
cut-and'dried programme for his every act 
He disregarded the schedule and drove to 
St. Paid's Catbedial, where ho was wholly 
iinlooked for. The canons were Ibfoimed of 
the imperial presence too late to prepare any 
special service. A coun'ry rector was oc- 
eupying the pulpit for the day, much to the 
evident cbagriu of Canon Ilullatid, who, it 
is aaiil, would have giren his head for the 
opportunity of preaching before the Eiu- 
])cior, linu w ho cuiild not in decency inter- 
fere. Till' iMiip u or took a seal in the choir 
am! lisfeiieil to tlie provincial parson as at- 
tentively as if tbo orator had been the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. 

NO OBANOB I.ODG£S IH THE ARMY. 

The Duke of Cambridge has issued an or- 
der forbidding the existence of Orange 
lodges in the army. 

DAM ( AUl'.IF.I) AWAY. 
The high tides which have prevailed in 
the Mer.^ey for the last '21 hours have 
weakened a trmpor.iry dam, a part of the 
way aci-ess that stream, and, to-day, the 
entire Ktrueture, composed of 10,000,000 
tons of limber iiv.d masonry, gave way be- 
fore the ('xtraordinary pre.i.snre. The dam 
was 2."iU feet wide, and the iminenio (|uau- 
tity of debris was SW' pt, down the river, 
completely blocking the Shropshire union 
canal and choking up a section of the lOast- 
hara ship canal. The latter waterway will 
be entirely swamped by the next high stage 
of water, unless a now barrier is immediate- 
ly erected. Thousands of workmen have 
been pnt to work uonstruotlng a new dam 
and romovlDg the Wi cokage ox the old one.

^[ood'as his bond, bis -testimony will bo im- 
.plicitly believed by those who know bim, 
•aren where it is not corroborated by oircum- 
-stancea or the evidence of other witnesses. 
Cut, when his character will not bear inves- 
tigation, when his antecedents aro bad, and 
when it is known that Ids unsupported 
•word is not relied upon by those who are 
best acquainted with him, then his testi- 
laony requires to be strongly conlinned by 
oircunistsinces, by documonta, or by other 
witnesses of greater credibility. This will 
lie admitted by all reasonable and impartial 
people. 

Let us enquire now, who '.s tli:" ^^rit.'-ir.il, 
indeed the only, witness against Sir Hector 
LAngevin in this McOrcovy scandal busi- 
ness? It is one Mr. Owen Murphy, other- 
wise, .Mr. Oweu ICiigcne Murphy. Mr. 
Murphy is a gentleman from New York 
city, where he Uved some twenty-eiglit 
years. Mr. Murphy thrived in Mew York. 
'He was a builder and eontraotor, and being 
« little ambitious ho becime an Excise 
Commissioner and tho treasurer of the 
Uoaril of E.tcise without security. He was 
also elevated to the position of School Trus- 
iee. While he was trcisurer of the Hoard 
of IDxciso of New York, a great deal of 
.public money passed through bis hands. 
:Sonie of this money be spent in carrying 
'the elections of the caiuliilalei of Iiia party ; 
isome ho lent to friend), unil sonio lio appro- 
ipriated to liis own u.se— intending, of course, 
'Ao ivUirn it to tlie Treasury whence it waa 
taken. But tilings did not turn out as Mr. 
Murphy expected — they hardly ever do in 
such cases— and he found it convenient to 
leuve New York, indebted to the people of 
Htw York sonic $50,000. In tlie languivge 
-of plain people, he was a defaulter to that 
aiiionnt; and, altliough it is some fourteen 
•years siuco ho left Now York, that amount 
stands against bim still on the books of the 
commission. Indeed, it is not Mr. Mur- 
phy's fault that it is not §10,000 more. For 
after he had been a short time in (Junaila, 
he w.is so very inodest as to give his friend 
Mr. Xicliolas C^onnully a ulie(jue on the 
' fuud.i tint belonj;f!ii to the lioard of E-Kciso 
for SIO,000. The New York pjpplo were 
hy this lime better acquainted with Mr- 
lO.i'en Murphy, and did not honor his 
,.h,..,)ue. 

'riiii, then, \A tlu; kin. 1 of nun Mr. Owen 
l-';n,L,'OMe .\liii-iiliy i-i' When placid in a 
position of trust ill tho city of New York 
3te appropriated to his own use S.)0,000 of 
the people's money, and after ho came to 
iCanada tried to gut ten thousand dollars 
more. How inuuh croilit ought to be at- 
taulied ti) the'^iusupported testimony of such 
a. ni;ui we loavo every person of common 
aeiisD to judge.

There aro men who will, without scruple, 
take advantage of the (loverninciiL who aro 
perfectly s(iiiaro and honorable with their 
partners, and in their dealings wiili private 
iudiviluals. But there was one private 
transaction about which Mr. Owen Murphy, 
while on tho witness stand, refuaoil to 
spoaTc, on the ground thtt bo was not 
bound to criminate liim.>julf. This was 
with regard to selling a certain nolo for 
$100,000 to Mr. Robert McUreevy. Hero 
aro a few questions and answers with re- 
gard to that transaction : 

(J. Yon bad a transaction with him 
(Robert Mctlreevy), by which you sold bim 
a note for a pretty good sum, hadn't you ? 
A. That is a question I will answer in 
another place. I do not th nk I am forced 
to answer it hero. 

(I Uid you sell him a note for $400,000 ? 
A. I decline to answer that question 
here. 

Q. Did you have a note for $400,000 '; 
You will state, I suppose, your leaton for 
declining to answer '? A. 1 am sued in a 
criminal suit by MicliRcl Connolly, about a 
transaction, with a note claimed to be for 
$10(J,OUO, and I ilecliac to answer anything 
eonuected with that. 

Q. Do you refuse to answer because it 
may tend to criminate you ? A. Yoi. 

Q. There is a criminul indictment 
with refeicnco to that ? A. Yes, and 
also with reference to Kobort McGreevy. 

(j. The indictment is for conspiriicy ? 
A. I believe so. 

Q. In connction with the $100,000. A. I 
believe so. 

Q. And it is because there is an iadict- 
raent pending against you in the Criminal 
court at Quebec ? A. I decline to answer 
any further questions in connection with 
that. I um sued criminally and I might 
give testimony here that would criminate 
me. I do not think it is fair for counsel to 
ask ino these questions. 

The story rospcoting tliut note has been, 
in part, related by our Ottawa coriespon- 
dont. In order that our readers may be 
able to form a fair estimate of the character 
and credibility of Mr. Owen Eugene 
Murphy, we will repeat it here. One wet 
aftfrnoon Mr. Michael Connolly and Mr. 
Murphy, to while away the time, amused 
themselves by drawing up notes of hand for 
fictitious sums. The one Connolly drew up 
in Murphy's favor was for four hundred 
thousand dollars. Here i.s a copy of it : 

" On demand I promise to pay to Mr. 
.Murphy, or order, four linndrcd thou.saiid 
dollars, for value received, without defal- 
cation or discount. 

"(Signed) Mioii.Mi. CoNydi.i.v. " 

The note bears no date. Whoa the pirt- 
ners were tired of this kind of fun, Con- 
u!ly tore up the note that Murphy had 
given him, but Mr. Murphy kept Connolly a, 
and, some time after tho partneri bud quar- 
relled and .iL'p.iruted, Murphy sold tliis note 
to liobert If. .Mctircevy, who attempted to 
collect it. Mclireevy d.d not tiiecced in 
getting any moaey, but he did succeed 
in getting himself and Mr. Murphy 
prosecuted for conspiracy. The case 
is before the courts and has 
boon twice postponed on the motion 
of .Murpliy's counsel, in order that witnesses, 
who were ullogoil to be absent from the 
country, might bj secured. 

We do not think that fair-minded men, 
wli n I hoy know what sort of a man the 

ief witness against Sir Hector Langcvin 
i.s, will feel inclined to attach much import- 
moo to his unsupported tostimony. They 
will riiiturally a.sk forcorroborativcevidcMioo, 
and if the books of account and clieiiue 
books, now before the parliumentury com- 
nditee, do not confirm what O. E. Murphy 
iicsorts, and if llu'i is no other crciliblc 
witness t() the i).iynicnl of the ten thousand 
dollars, they will, in c-oii.siiUring the ca.so, 
fool it Iboir dii'y to piiy no allcntion what- 
ever to the atalenients made by tliut witness. 



perma'iieut settlement of tho troubl 
There is still another interest in this 
matter connected with the public, and that 
is the repute abroad of these continued dis 
turbmccs. It is undeniable that they are 
giving the country nnd st ito a bad immo 
with investors. Conservative men do not 
care to risk money where there is constant 
inhiirnuMiy between capitul and labor, und 
will always give such a country a wide 
berth. The mining troubles will, most un 
justly, l)nt in fact nevertheless, hurt our 
credit if they shall not very soon bo amic 
ably and permanently composed." 

This is a sensible and a practical view of 
the subject. The Intelligencer is favorable 
to the miners and it ia a warm advocate of 
the interests of labor, but it scos that the 
want of harmony between mine-owners and 
miners that has existed so long in Washing 
ton, both us aTerritory and a State, has done 
harm in the past to workiiignieii and every 
other class, und if better relations aro not 
established soon, it will do still greater 
harm in the future. 



COMMON SENSE. 

The peo])lo of the State ot Washington 
; beginning to find that tho unsettled 
state of things at the coal mines, and the 
frequent outbui'sts of violence there, are 
bud not only for iho miue owneis and llu; 
iiiiner.s, but for the counnnnily in gonoral, 
as well as for tliu prospects of thu country. 
This is what the .Seattle Post-Intolligoncer 
say.f in its yesterday's isano : 

"It is certain that if w(! are to liiive the 
fullest ailvantiigo of nature's iKumly in the 
form of cci il ihpii.sits in this viciniiy, there 
must be a ' lu'W deal'— a suli.stitul ion of 
regular woik for .Kpiisinoilic wiirli, of cer- 
tainty for unc(^rtaiiity, and of iiiiiiinuiin 
oust of mining for maximum cost. There 
must be such a cluingo as will, in sboi-t, 
make coal choiper and assure its logular 
supjily. This does not mean that lalKu- 
must waste nnd receive less, but that tlieie 
must be less loss through strikes and inter- 
ruptions. The busincrH community is be- 
ginning to understand all this, and to see 
that in the end it is a sufferor from tho 
mining troubles eijuuUy with the ndnc- 
ownura and the minc-wnrkors. And that 
tho facta of the situation are be- 
ginning to be thus tiuderatood is 
tho beat assurance for speedy and 



THE ORGAN A BAD ADVISER. 

The organ of the Opposition very kindly 
and considerately points out the course 
which tho Coi.o.visT ought to have pursued 
with regard to the dispute between tho 
Superintendent of Education and the Prin- 
cipal of the High School. It says : 

" It was tho duty of the Colosist, when 
tho Times attuclic.l the Department, to 
ascertain the truth of the charges pre- 
ferred, and, if untrue, to denionstrate it in 
black and white," ^ 

The CuLO.NisT would do what was both 
wrong and foolish if it undertook to inter- 
fere in tlio nninner pointod out by our con- 
temporary. Newspapers are very useful in 
a community as long as they keep within 
their proper sphere and do their legitimate 
work; but they are nothing better than 
mischief-makers and nuisauccs when they 
take upon themselves an authority which 
they ilo not possess, and iinderlake work 
which they ore not competent to perform. 
It is not the business of newspapers to set- 
tle disputes between teachers and the offi- 
cials of the Department of Education. 
They have no authority to do this kind of 
work, neither have they tlio means at their 
disposal to make the necessary enquiries. 
1 he injustice which would be sure to be 
perpetrated if newspapers took upon them- 
selves to settle disputes between individuals 
would be simply monstrous. Knowing this, 
when the Times allacked tho Department 
of Education, we reminded it that it had 
heard only ono side of the (|uestion, and 
asked it, in effect, to suspend its judgment 
until the case had been tried by the 
constituted authority. We did not 
dsfend the ofiieials of the department, 
neither did we take tho part of or condemn 
the Principal of the High School. We 
simply protested against trying this case 
by newspaper, and showed how foolish and 
malicious the Times was in taking for 
granted thut the Department M-as in the 
wrong before its odicials had been alTorded 
the opportunity of making any explana- 
tion. If we had taken tho course which 
the Times' prescribes we would have acted 
quite us foolishly us the Times has done. 
There is % proper way of proceeding in such 
cases which we pcinted out at the time. 
Until tho matter is placed regularly before 
the aulliorilies, it would be improper for 
the Superintendent of Education to aay 
one word more than he has alrcaily said, 
anil the Coloni.st would be making itself 
as ri<liculous as the Times has done if it at- 
tempted a defence of the Departnicul be- 
fore a witness has been heard or a paper 
cxniiiined. 

li the Principal bad done what we believe 
he ought to have done — if be feels iiggrievcd 
— appealed to tho Uovcrnment for redress^ 
iind if the Government hod refused to bear 
his complaint or to do bim justice, if it was 
found that be had boon treated unjustly, 
then the Times, having uU the facts before 
it, might., willi perfect propriety have 
criticised the action of the authorities. 
Hut, when it blindly attacks the (lovern- 
nient, without knowing whetber the oliieiuls 
have done right or wrong, it simply makes 
a fool of itself, and does wliat it can to 
bring journalism into disrepute in tliis Pro-

COURT OF APPKAL. 

Jadge Walkcm's Decision ai to tha Uncon- 
conttitntlonallty of the Uoanty Court 
Amendment Ac^ Before tlie Foil Btnch. 

Upon the opening of the July term of the 
Court of Appeal, yesterday, all of the 
judges were present, viz.. Chief Justice Sir 
Matthew 1!. Begliie and .hiatices Crease, 
McCreight, Walkeni and Drake. 

The Attorney-(.)eneraj, Mr. Davie, intro- 
duced ilr. Arthur P. Luxton, who had been 
called by the Beiicher.s us a barrister, after 
a highly satisfactory e.'camination. The 
Chief Justice, in a few well chosen remarks, 
welcomed Mr. Luxton to the Bar. 

THE nit.VDV t;.\.SK. 

The Atlorncy-Oeiioral applied to (luasb 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Walktin, 
pronounced at the last Kaniloops 
atsizes, declaring the act of the 
Provincial Legislature, passed in 1800, 
purporting to confer jurisdiction upon 
the County Court Judge of Yale to sit in 
the County Court of Kandoopa. 

Urady bad in July, ISUO, been convicted 
at NeLson, in the County of Koolonay, un- 
der the Speedy Trials Act, of felony, and 
sentenced by County Court Judge Spniks to 
IS months' imprisonment in Kaniloops gaol. 
During his teim -of imprisonment Brady 
made his escape, and also uisnulted an otii- 
ccr; and at Kamloops Assizes, held on Ist 
.June before Mr. Justice Walkem, two in- 
dictments were found against Brady, one 
for assaulting the otiicer, and the other for 
llie csc^tpe. On the first indictment 
he was convicted, and sentenced 
to three years in the penitentiary, to dale 
fioni the expiration of Judge Spink's sen 
teuce. He was then arraigned upoji the 
second indictment, but the point was at 
once taken and ileci led by .Indge Walkeni, 
that the prisoner was n.jt b^gally in cnitoily, 
as Jinlgo .Spinks CDinini-sion being only tor 
the county of Vale, as limited by its pi>lling 
divisions, that judge had no jni isibctuni to 
ludd court in Kootenay, anil i hat Section !), 
of the County- Ciiurt Aiiiendment Ac;, bS'.ll), 
Conferring j unsdici ion in Kimloopi u|iini 
the county cinirt judge id N'.ile, and uniting 
the eonnliea for the purposes of the act, was 
iilti-a t'iri\i, oi- else inoperative without a 
fresh coiiJiiii.-sion from the twivernoi-- 
(MMiiral. t'oiisciiuently .luclge Walkim 
dii-ected a vei'Jict of not guiliy, he also 
ordeieil Brady's dischaige from Judge 
Spinks' sentence, and ameiuled lliesenlence 
ot three years, which be. Judge WalUem, 
had lirst p isaed, by directing it to cimi- 
nitnce forthwith. 

The Attm-ney-Goneral Staled that he felt 
iiujre'\<,lillicnlty in arguing that the case 
c(juld now be hioutjht before this court, 
than he did in convincing their Lordahips 
that Judge Walkeni was wrong in bis de- 
cision, ll was a matter, however, of the ut- 
most importance that the iiucstioii should be 
brought up for decision, us Judge Wulkeni'a 
judgment bad thrown the adininiBlrution 
of justice in Kuotenay into confusion. So 
that the matter should not go oil on a 
technicality, another case, .that of an In- 
dian named Pee), who had also been con- 
victeil by Judge Spinks at Kelson, aud 
I i k e w i Be sentenced to J 8 mouths imprison- 
inent, was on the list to come up after this 
case. In the Indian's case Mr. Sprugge 
bad obtained from Judge Walkeni a luie 
for a writ of hube.a-i corpitH, which 
remained to bo argued, in which 
the same miestious arose as in the 
Brady case, and he, Mr. Davie, had given 
notice of motion to quash that rule also in 
that ca.so. 

Mr, Spraggo— 1 did not bo understand it. 
I understood your. libi'dBMip . resarvod the 
oase.for argument, 



Mr. Justice AValkcm — You misunder- 
stood. I distinctly refused. 

The .\ttorncy-General — There are others 
who misunderstood also. Mr. Spinks told 
me that the Indian's case was reserved and 
others thovight the same. 

Mr. Justice Walkem — Mr. Spragge alone 
was present, when I decided the ease against 
him and refused to interfere. However, I 
am anxious that, the point should be 
brought up in some way or another. 

The Attorney-tieneral — I suppose then I 
cannot move in the Indian case. 

Mr. Davie then proceeded to argue that, 
under the Speedy Trials Act, Judge Spinks, 
in common with every other County Court 
judge, hail jurisdiction under the .Speedy 
Trials Act to sit, not only in Kooteiuiy, but 
in every other part of the province, the 
Speedy Xriala Act giTing jnrisdiction to 
" any jiuigo of a County Court," without 
limitationiu to area. The case of "In re. 
i'urker, 13 Can. Law Times," sustained 
this view. 

Passing to the constitutionality of Sec- 
tion 9, the Attorney-General quoted the 
County Court Act of Ontario, containing 
not only similar provisions to the British 
Columbia Act, now under consideration, but 
authiu'iziug the County Court Ju Ige himself 
to call in a judge of another County to act 
in his place, or to call on a re- 
tired judge. This legislation had been 
upheld when attacked iu the courts in 
cases he would cite later. Two judges- 
Armour and O'Connor — had taken the same 
view as Mr. Justice Walkem, but bad been 
over-rnled, and the Ontario statute was 
still in op.'ration. The same kind of statute 
iiad be. n pu.ssed in Nova Scotia, and bad 
been upheld by the unanimous judgment of 
the Suprem'5 Court there — of which the 
l.ue .Minister of Justice, .Mr. Donald, was 
the Chief Justice, and the present Minister 
of Jnstic", .Sir .lohn Tliomp-on, one of the 
judges— the judgments of ,1 udgcs Wealherbe 
and Thninpsmi in tin so ciihcs were directiv 
to the point, deciding, as they dni. that 
a (^onnty Ccnirt judge's juritdiction, as to 
aiea, was not governed by his com- 
mission at all, hut depeiule.l solely 
upiui jirovincial legislation wliicli could mi- 
large or exp.iiid it , as circiim^t inces might 
require. — t'la'W & Donald IS, Nova .Scotia 
Keporls, p. .'lOI. 

.Mr. .lustice Walkem referred to tlie de- 
cisions of oilier .Mini-.ters of Justice 10 the 
con trary, 

Ai ccess having been taken for lunch, up- 
on the reassembling of the court, tne v^nief 
.Insiicc (pieslioned the power of the court to 
deal witli the matter. 

The Atlnrney-deneral udmictrd that this 
was a serious dilliculty, but argued from the 
case of Ke. Spioule 12, Sup. (^jurt Reports, 
that the mutter was properly beloro the 
court. 

After some further di-scntsion it was re- 
solved to postpone judginimt on this point, 
and to allow .Mr. Spragge to now move for 
his writ of habcoH cor/iiis m the Imlim's 
case. The fact of Mr. Justice Walkem hav- 
ing refused it was immaterial, the jirisoner 
had still a-right to apply to this court. 

Mr. Spragge then read an afBdivit show- 
ing the conviction of the Indian Peel, bo- 
fore Judge Spinks at Nelson, and his peti- 
timi for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The court doubted wi^ether the matter 
could bo brought up, upon habeas corpus. 
It was tt matter for a writ of error,; which 
b id been the reason for Judge Walkem re- 
fusing the writ. Mr. Davie referred to the 
McLean case before this court, in which the 
whole mutter was gone into on habeas cor- 
pus, and the conviction quuahed. Black- 
stone's Coinincntarics showed that this waa 
the proper course in such n case. 
■ Mr. Juatioe Walkem remarked that in the 
McLean (|ase Mr.<-McCreight and himself, 



appearing for the Crown, raised no objec- 
tion. 

Justices McCreight and Drake thought 
that a writ of error was the most con- 
renient way. The matter could be ad- 
journed for a few days, so as to allow of 
time to prepare the writ and return. 

The Attorney-lieneral aaiil that, under 
these circumstances, he would at once give 
the necessary fiat for a writ of error, and 
would ask the court to name some day this 
week to hear the case. 

The court then concluded to proceed with 
tho writ of error ou Friday next. 



THE COUMANDBR-IN-CUIEF. 

Major-Qeneral J. U. Schofleld, with His 
Bride, Visits TlcturJo. 

Major-General J. M. Scholield, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the army of the United 
States, is to-day enjoying himself in Vic- 
toria, in company with his bride of a month, 
and ('apt, C. B. Scholield, Lt. T. H. Bliss 
and Lt. A. 1). Andrews, of his personal 
sta 11'. 

Victoria, while not the objective point of hia 
western trip, is the last place visited, and 
while here be will pay his respects to 
the Admiral and the Warspite, see all 
there is to be seen, and get acqiuinted as 
thoroughly as the lindted time at his dis- 
posal will permit. Hia prf.sent run across 
the continent has been three fold in its 
character — being partly a bridal tour, 
partly a tour cf iinpeclion, and partly a 
visit for the purpose of inspeoliiig the site 
of the proposed fortilicutions ut Port 
Orchar.l. 

The General was born in Chautauqua, 



N.Y., Sept. 29, 1831, and graduated at tho 
United States Military Academy in 1853, 
in the aame clasa with Philip H. Sheridan, ., 
Jainea B. MoPberson and John B. Hood. 
His reputation as a soldier was greatly en- 
hanced by his masterly conduct during 
Hood'a invasion o^ Tennessee, when Scho- 
fleld iDllicted a severe check on the superior 
forces of the Southern commander and won 
honors and promotion at tho battle of 
Franklin, November ,'J0, 18G4. In August, 
1800, be was assigned to tho command of 
the Department of the Potomac, with head- 
quarters at Richmond, and on June 2, 1808, 
ho succeeded Edward M. Stanton as 
Secretary of W.ir, remained in that office 
till the close of Johnson'a administration, 
and under Grant till March 12, 18C9. Since 
then he has commanded various depart- 
ments, and in August, 1888, succeeded Gen. 
Sheridan as commander of tho army. 

On Juno ISth last, General Schofiold was 
married (for the second time) ut St. Paul's, 
Keokuk, la., to Miss Georgia N. Kilbourne. 
Mis.s Kilbourne — or, rather, Mrs. Schofield 
— was a great friend of the General's 
daughter, Mrs. Andrews, and so it was that 
she met her future husband.

At the northern oatlet of ' the Skeena 
tivor, backed by precipitous, densely 
wooded hills of a" average elevixtioii of 
1,800 feet, lie the North Pacific and Inver- 
ness canneries, with tho stream between. 
The cannericj, themselves, are l)uilt upon 
piles in the water, while nestling close to 
them, and shadowed by the dark, bold 
heights, are tho cabins occupied by tho In 
diana, Thoae services ar« in demand during 
the fishing season. 

Scarcely more than a wcelt ago I'.ll wna 
life and baunesa activity at tlio ivto can- 
aeriea, the run having well sut in, and all 
liauds available being pressed into SL'rvicc. 
Now the little settlement is a place of 
nouruint;, IDeath havine swept d©vrn froin 
mountains to crush out many lives iii 
o(ie brief moment, and obliterate their hum- 
ble homes from the face of the earth. The 
storyof the disaster of Monday last is, in 
many resDCCls, simikr to ilut of tho fate 
■of Johnstown, I'a., though no one upon the 
Skeena could have known of the danger 
that bung above, them. 

The weather along "he northern rivers 
Imd been warm, dry and pleasant for a con- 
siderable 'time, but a sudden change took 
place ut midnight on tho 4th, when a 
steady downpour of rain commenced, wliich 
continuod without a moment's cossation fur 
tlireo days, tlio first '24 hours witnessing 
ufall of aliout 12 inches. At '2 a.m. on tlio 
Otli, a laiulslide was healed tearing and 
crashing, in the mountains overheard, and 
the fiightcncd Indian eniployes lied in ter- 
ror to the cannery building for refuge. 
Standing out in the river, .its danger froni 
slides is considerably lees than that of the 
neighboring shuntiea. After a time, tlie 
turmoil above ceased, and no dihriH having 
reached tho mountain foot, the Indiana r 
turned to their houses, and at a.m. the 
majority vi'ent, as uaual, to their cannery 
avocations. Suddenly, at I) a.m., a teriible 
crashing was heard up the hillside, the 
n.ountains tliemselvca seeming to be 
thundering down, and and in u, few seconds 
the Indian villiigc, with the exception of 
two cabins dutsidc the line, was utterly 
obliterated. In its jilaco was a slrange 
conglomeration of mud, gravel, boiildeis, 
and giant trees, twistfd and broken into a 
thousand fantastic shapes, which corered 
the ground to a depth of 12 or fifteen feet. 
The slide heard in the early morning had 
filled up the gulch overhead, damming 
the water until it aciiuirc<l sutlicient weight 
to sweep everything before it. Then the 
flood-gales were burst, and tho torrents of 
destruction rushea downward to the river 
in the same manner as the flood of a few 
yearA ago 'Carried death through the Con- 
nemau^ valley. 

As «>on as the natural panic was over, 
wiUing.volunteers were at work, doing all 
.that nien«ould to rescue the perishing, and 
many wonderful escapes are recorded. It is 
not yet known how many lost their 
lives— though the fatality will not 
be less than ten or a dozen — while many 
others have received injuries, more or less 
fitrion*), and some of which will pravc fatal. 
The first eight bodies — four women and 
four boys — were those of lodians belonging 
to Duncan's, New Methlakahtla, mission, 
to which they were taken for interment by 
the Cannery streamer " W innif red.'" The 
other victims of tho di-'aster were of the 
I'ort Sinipjoii, .Sitka and Nitiiiat tribes. 

Over twenty families lost everything they 
possessed, two being rescued wlio.se only 
earthly pobsesHioim » ere their two skirts. 
When tlie Louiae left the scene of the ca tas- 
trophe, the whites were doing all in their 
power to assist the destitute Siwashes. 
Some of them are housed in the ciiuiiery, 
and others are living in tent.i ; hot colCee 
and iimck-a iiuick aie served nut dai\', free 
to all who ajjply. A subsci iplioii list for 
the relief of the snflercrs has already been 
opened, the .'•up >rinierident of the North 
I'acilie cannery heuding it with .?L'.')0. Noa.s- 
sistanco outside iheykeeua river district will 
lie ie(jiiin.<l. 

Mr. H. li. ('I'.iiieron, of tli"- N. P. c.imiery , 
to whom the Coi.n.sisr is indeliled f.ir niuoli 
informa.tioii r.'garilinL; the fatal avalinclic, 
says that it will Ijc a serious b!nw for the 
cannery, not alone in the value of the houses 
destroyed, but in the dciiioralizaiinn of the 
Indians in this the busiest pxrl of the sea- 
son. None of them will now sleep on the 
side of the river visited; they go acroBs each 
night to the Inverness, which, while not 
sutl'cring, has also had an unpleasant experi- 
ence with lundslides lately. At about one 
o'clock on the morning of the Gili, a large 
slide came straight for the dwelling occu- 
pied by Mr. Stapledon, his bookkeoper, and 
tho white einp oycs of the Invorness, but 
within fifteen yards of the house it. deflected 
filightly to tho left, and passed by, within 
si.x feet of lllO bouse, leaving tlie yard 
jammed with boulders and inimeuso logs. 

Charles Hovcrg, a passenger down hj- tho 
Louise, has given the following to the 
press. Ue says : " At a quarter to six, on 
Alonday morning, those working and ichid- 
in^ near the cannery heard a loud, ru.shiug 
noise in the direction of tho high, steep 
lupurit^ip »V 111? l?'<-''< of the canufty, In a 
tlldlfldnt ftH iiTulaiicIlG of I'Ocka Cftltll And 
trees was upon the doometl settlement, 
carrying everything before it into the 
slou^ olose to the cannery.' Theoocupauts 
of one of the houses had time to get out- 
'side of the building, but, before they could 
get out of the w*y of tho avalanuhe-like 
rush of debris, they were caught aud car- 
ried along at a fearful velocity. In all nine 
house.?, with their ocoupants, were 
destroyed, including the mess-house and 
residence of tho foreman of the cunnery. 
In the mess-room at the time of the catas- 
tropho was the Swedish »ife of the 
foreman, and she was cariitd along 
w th the masj of earth. I aift not sure of 
tho name of the foreman, but Delievc it to 
be Nelson or JohiiHon. Ife nas formerly in 
churgu of tho liritish Columbia cannery, but 
niiice the syndieatc bouglit'out these ^cin- 
neries he has been in charge of tho North 
I'a. ilie. The Indians claim that in t.ho des- 
troyed houses were about forty Indiiiiia of 
th-i Port Simpson, Sitka, Methlakahtla and 
Nitinat tribes, all of whom are surely killed. 
Up to the time I left, two days after the 
slide, thirteen bodies of the Imliiuis had 
been rccovere.l and taken to J'ort I'sHington 
for liurial. The body of the foremaii'.H wife 
had not been recovered, but there was not 
t e slightest hope of any living tiling within 
tho range of the terrible slide of boulders, 
rooks, trees, earth and water. The slide 
just missed the cannery building by about 



two feet, some of th» loose earth actually 
scraping the corner. In the cannery were 
tho foreman and about ei.xty Indians, get- 
ting ready to receive tho boats which were 
exiieclcd, as it was the slack time of the 
tide at the time. Had the slide struck tho 
cannery or recurred half an iiour before, 
when all the people would have been in the 
house, the death roll would have reached 
100 persons. It hud been raining in tor- 
rents incessantly for the previous four days, 
and it is thought that the accumulation of 
water in the ravines ou tho mountain sides 
broke away, carrying death and destruction 
in its course. The destruction wna fearful, 
and tho slough is nearly filled with the de- 
bris that came tearing down from the 
mountains. The Indiana are greatly e.roitcd 
over the disaster and are bitterly mourning 
for their dead. The boats and their crews 
were fortunate enough to be out of roach of 
tho slide."

JAPANESE PORCELaTnS. 

Their SIaiiufartur<! lie^an n lth tho Feudal 
.Sy.stoiii of Society. 

''The ceramic art, according to our 
Japanese traditions," said Mr. Shugio, 
"has been practiced in Japan from pre- 
historic times. But the earliest wares 
were probably only rough unglazod 
pottery. The use of the wheel is said 
to have been introduced by a priest 
named (liyoki as late as the year 7'_'4 of 
the present era, and the first glazed 
stoneware is said to have been macle at 
Seto in Owari, in 12'J7, by Kato Sheroz- 
ayemon, usually called T'oshiro, who 
brought the art from China. The first 
poi-celain was also made by a pupil of 
the Chinese, Oorodayu .Slionsui, who 
practiced his art in llizen about lolO." 

".So that tliere is no porcelain of ex- 
tremely remote antiquity?" 

"1 thinic you may say that even of 
Chinese and Corean wares, as to the 
earliest dates of which, however, there 
is great uncertainty. It is as certain as 
anything in hkstory that .lapanese por- 
celain does not antedate Slionsni's re- 
turn from his apprenticcsliip in Fop- 
Choo and Kingte-Chiug. lie learned 
only the manufacture of porcelain deco- 
rated with blue under the glaze, and 
was forced to look to China for the ma- 
terials, for porcelain clay was not dis- 
covered in .lapan until long after his 
time. Specimens still exist which are 
ascribed to him. Their principal merit 
is in the glaze, which is very soft and 
lustrous. JIauyaof them arc decorated 
with a variety of the so-called 'haw- 
thorn,' in reality plum-blossom pat- 
tern, and his decorations are said to 
show alreadj- tho naturalizing tendency 
of .lapanese design as opposed to the 
more conventional treatment of natural 
forms by the Oiinese. Toward the end 
of the same century our great general, 
Taiko, ordered the leaders of his 
army of tlio famous Corean expedition 
to bring back with them some of the 
best potters of the country, at that 
time farther advanced in the arts than 
was .lapan. This ineluded many of the 
best potters, who were established by 
their new masters in their provinces. 

"Thus, porcelain making may be said 
to have been born in Japan with the 
birth of the feudal system of society. 
The most celebrated factories have 
always, until recently, been under the 
p;Ltr(]nage ol tlu! daimio, or great lords, 
who elaiined the finest pieces for them- 
selves. There was much rivalry among 
these aristocratic mimufacturers, and 
we doubtless owe to the conditinu 
of things instituted by Taiko and his 
.successors the great variety of unique 
and beautiful olijeets manufactured in 
.lapan during two centuries and a half." 
— The Art .Amateur. 

A Snake's lisg Tooth, 

"The funniest snake I know anything 
about is one found in Africa, which 
lives upon egg.s," said Osteologist I^ucas. 
"It has a euriotis projection dov.-n- 
ward from its backbone, just behind 
the head, which is like a tooth, tlie ex- 
tremity being actually tipped with 
enamel. This toothlike appendage has 
a most Important function with rela- 
tion to the creature's method of getting 
a living, and it would Ijedillicult to lind 
a mori! astonishing illustration in na- 
ture of the adaptation of structure to 
necessity. When this snake swallows ;ui 
egg the latter is passed down tlirongh the 
gullet until it encounters the sharp 
tooth I have spoken of, wUieh breaks 
the shell. Thus, not only is the food 
rendered ready for immediate digestion, 
but no portion of the Ihiid contents is 
lost, as would bo tho case if the snake 
were obliged to bite into the egg \\-ith 
its mouth fangs."— Washington Star.
